Land Dispute Settlement? 


If the City Council goes along with 
a Planning Commission re- 
commendation, the problems over 
one of the city’s most controversial 
pieces of land may finally be solved.

Controversy 


Development plans for Upper K 
Ranch came one step closer to being 
approved Monday night as Yorba 
Linda City Council unanimously 
accepted the environmental-impact 
report (EiR) prepared by the 
would-be developer, Shapell Indust- 
ries. 

Action on the next step, approval 
of a zone change placing 
planned-community (PC) zoning on 
the land, was deferred however until 
the council’s next meeting, Jan. 3. 

Approval of the EIR followed 
considerable questioning of devel- 
opment plans. Matters of concern to 
the council included the impact of 
the development on the character of 
Yorba Linda, amount and type of 
grading, density and density-distri- 
bution of housing in the tract, and 
number and location of equestrian 
lots. 

Problems involving grading and 
horse-keeping arose principally in 
connection with the northernmost 
section of the development, lying 
east of the proposed junior-college 
site on North Fairmont. 


Originally intended-to-include-5@- ~ 


horse lots, the developer, at the 
prodding of the city planning 
commission, redesigned the area to 
double that number, spokesman 
John Chapman explained. 

But when Mayor Henry Wedaa 
suggested making the entire 
128-acre aréa_ horse property, 
Shapell representative Bernard 
McCune arose in protest. 

‘“‘Making the area_ entirely 
equestrian would desecrate it,”’ 
McCune charged, laying the blame 
on the city’s recently adopted 
grading ordinance. 

“Your ordinance is the most 
restrictive of any in the S7 cities we 
deal with,’’ he said, adding that

under the ordinance it would be 
impossible to get 200 horse lots in 
the area. 

The problem occurs, Chapman 
told the council, because the 
steepness of the terrain in the 
section combined with restrictions 
on the size and slope of a housing 
‘‘pad’"’ make it much easier to 
develop the land in smaller parcels. 

In the face of the developer's 
contention, Wedaa then expressed a 
willingness to accept ‘‘a different 
kind of grading’ in order to get more 
horse lots in the section. 

Other council members generally 
agreed with the idea of concentrat- 
ing horse property in the 
northernmost section, with Council- 
man Dale Chaput offering the only 
opposition. 

‘I feel (horse lots) should be in the 
central area, where people can use 


bicyciing and hiking trails and many trees and acres of open grassy areas. 


them,’’ he said. ‘‘This is what 
people want."’ 

Chaput also disagreed with 
Wedaa on the question of the 


development’s impact on the city. 

“I think a lot of good thought has 
gone into the development,’’ Wedaa 
stated. ‘*I think it will be an asset to 
the community.’’ Chaput countered 
that the development might prove a 
self-centered, isolated district with 
little interest in the city as a whole. 

Among other concerns voiced by 
councilmen, Doug Groot recom- 
mended shifting high-density pock- 
ets, scattered in the developer's 
plans throughout the tract, souther- 
ly toward Esperanza Road, to be in 
conformity with high-density desig- 
nation along Esperanza elsewhere. 

Chaput also had reservations 
about amount of high-density 
housing set for the tract, claiming 
that it exceeded the city’s general 
plan. 

Other councilmen protested 
however that it was improper to 
apply general-plan specifications to 
a single tract, however, large. (The 
development, in its entirety, 
encompasses over 800 acres.) 

Having expressed their doubts for 
the developer's edification, the 
council then adjourned the public 
hearing on the development until 
their next meeting. 

Since it will be an adjourned 
hearing at that time, the council, 
freed of the legal requirement of 
setting new public hearings for 8 
p-m., plans to take up the matter at 


In related business, the council 
Monday night adopted a resolution 
beginning annexation procedings 
for not only the Kraemer ranch, but 
also the nearby de los Reyes, Travis, 
and Yorba Ranches. 

If the annexation is approved, it 
will bring within city limits all lang

New Work 


Permits 
for Minors 


New work permits are 
required for all minors 
under the age of 18 years of 
age. The new work permit is 


available at all public 
schools effective immed- 
lately. 

Work permits for 


minors are issued through 
the public schools, except in 
theatrical arts employment 
which is handled through 
the State Department of 
Industrial Relations. 

With few exceptions, 
minors under 12 years of 
age are not permitted to 
work. 

Minors 12 and 13 may 
work only on non-school 
days, except in theatrical 
employment. 

Minors 14 through 17 
may work before and after 
school and on _ non-school 
days. 

Minors under 10 are not 
permitted to work in, or in 
connection with, any oc- 
cupation pursued in a street 
or public place in a city 
whose population is 23,000 
or more. 

Minors under 16 are 
excluded from operating a 
long list of machinery and 
from working on railroads 
or boats. 

Work permits are not 
required by minors for 
private home employment, 
such as_ babysitting or 
mowing lawns; for the self- 
employed sale or delivery of 
newspapers, nor for agri- 
cultural or domestic work on 
premises owned or con- 
trolled by their parents. 

The standards for the 
employment of minors 
should assure the main- 
tenance of minimum age 
requirements and _ good 
working conditions. Vio- 
lations of the Child Labor 
Code may be punishable by 
civil and criminal penalties 
by the Labor Commiss- 
ioner’s Office.

Procedure 
Shortened 


A new shortened com- 
plaint procedure, which will 
afford consumers a quicker 
method of expediting com- 
plaints against utilities, has 
been made effective by the 
State Public Utilities Com- 
mission. 

It provides for a consum- 
er filing a complaint with 
the PU, getting a hearing 
before a PUC Examiner 
within 30 days and a 
decision on the complaint 
within another 30 days. 

The procedure will re- 
quire the consent of both 
the complainant and the 
utility to waive the necessity 
for a court reporter and 
findings and conclusions in 
the final decision by the 
examiner.
